In his information, the at- 
torney general set up the plea that the 
car company had violated its charter by 
buying real estate and building the 
town of Pullman, by erecting and op- 
eiating the Pullman building in this 
city, by manufacturing brick and other 
ways.

Baker handed down his decision today. 
The decision was favorable to the com- 
pany in all points but one.

The celebrated speech of Robert J. 


Fisher in the council a few nights ago, 
on the occasion of his introduction in 
.hit Dody of h's ordinances against 
dogs, has been the means, it seems, of 
.he commencement of a warfare against 
the canine tribe that is now being felt 
n a monetary way by many of the 
owmvs of dogs who have not complied 
with the laws of the btate of Indiana. 


The law provides that every owner 


of a dog shall, on or before the first day 


f MEj, file with the township trustee 
•he de;< riptiou and name of every dog 
owned by him and pay a tax or license 
;hereon of $1 for eaah male dog and f 2 
'or each additional male dog, and $5 
or each female dog owned by him. 


There are probably somewhere in the 


neighborhood of five thousand do/ss in 
this city and the owners of hundreds 
and hundreds of them have not regis- 
•ered them with the township trustee, 
as the law directs, and as a consequence 
are liable to a fine, as will be seen by 
the following section of the Indiana 
tatutes 
"It shall be a misdemeanor for any 


>erson to keep, harbor, or to permit 
any dog to stay about his, her or their 
>remises which has not been registered 
u provided by this act, and any pereon 
or persons violating the provisions of 
.his act shall be fiaed ia any suoi not 
ixceedmg five dollars." 


The officers waited patisntly during 


.he whole month of May for the own- 
>rs of dogs to comply with the statute 
ind now that so many have failed to 
do so, tn, v have commenced legal pro- 
;eedings\ jainst them. Already one 
hundred affidavits 
have been filed 


against residents of thia city for not

ho canine tribo that is now being felt 
n a monetary way by many of tbo 
owners of dog'i who have nol complied 
wilh tbo laws of the stele of Indiana. 


The law provides that every owner 


of a dog shall, on or beforu tKe Brat day 
of May. file nith the township trustee 
Ilm deirriptiou and name of every dog 
owned by him and pay a tax or license 
hercon of $1 for coah malo dog and 12 
or each additional male dog. and $5 
for each female dog owned by him 


There are probably nomewbara in the 


neighborhood of fivo thousand doia In 
bis city and the owners of hundreds 
anil hundreds of them hava not regls- 
erud them with the township trustee, 
as tho law directs, and u a consequence 
are liable to a fine, as will bo seen by 
ho following section of the Indian* 
latutc*: 
"Itshollbea misdemeanor for any 


person to keep, harbor, or to permit 
nny dog U. stay about his, her or their 
premises which hat nol been ngigtered 
ai provided by this act, and any person 
or persons violating the provisions of 
bis act iball be fined in any sum not 
exceeding live dollars." 


The officers ws.it*d patiently during 
ho whole month of Hay for the own- 
ers of dogi to comply with Ihe statute 
and now that so many have failed to 
do io. lfr_v have commenced legal pro- 
ecdingsV^siost them. Already on* 
hundred affidavits 
have been filed 


gainst residents of thia city for not 
laving registered tbe dog* owned by 
hem. These cases are about equally 
livided balween Jiution Bohen, Hays 
France nnd Uuaer, and th» eonsUblw 
now bnvd Ihe writs In their bands and 
re serving them.
